Southwick  is  a  small  urban  area  on  the  south  coast,  situated 
four  miles  west  of  Brighton. 

The  eastern  arm  of  Shoreham  Harbour,  known  locally  as  “  The 
Canal,”  flowing  eastwards,  forms  the  southern  boundary  of  the 
district.  On  the  strip  of  land  south  of  the  Canal  are  situated  the 
Electricity  Works  of  the  Brighton  Corporation  and  the  Works  of  the 
Brighton  Gas  Company.  The  sheltered  water  of  the  Canal  is  used  as  a 
harbour  by  sundry  private  yachts. 

Fishing,  Agriculture,  a  Dye  Works,  the  Gas  and  Electricity 
undertakings  referred  to  above  and  retail  shop-keeping  provide 
occupation  for  the  majority  of  the  inhabitants.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA. 

National  Health  Service  Act,  1946. 

During  the  first  six  months  of  1948  the  Health  Services  in  the 
area  were  as  in  previous  years.

I. — Local  Health  Authority  Services. 

Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

The  County  Council  employ  two  Nurses  for  general  work. 

Mid  wives. 

There  are  two  midwives  practising  in  the  district,  both  em¬ 
ployed  by  the  County  Council  to  serve  Shoreham  and  Southwick. 
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Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres.  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

A  centre  is  held  every  Thursday  afternoon  at  the  Y.M.C.A.  Hut, 
at  2.30  under  the  County  Council  Child  Welfare  Scheme,  the  local 
district  nurses  being  in  charge  of  it,  and  one  of  the  local  Medical 
Practitioners  being  in  attendance  once  a  fortnight.  An  Ante-Natal 
Clinic  is  also  held  Fortnightly  on  Tuesday,  at  the  Community  Centre 
at  2.30  p.m. 

Day  Nurseries. 

There  is  no  day  nursery  in  the  district. 

School  Clinics. 

No  Minor  Ailment  Clinic  is  held  in  the  district,  but  children 
attending  Southwick  Schools  may  be  sent  to  the  Shoreham-by-Sea 
Minor  Ailment  Clinic. 

Eye  Clinics  and  Speech  Therapy  Clinics  are  also  held  at  Shore¬ 
ham-by-Sea  Health  Centre,  and  Orthopaedic  Clinics  at  Lancing 
Health  Centre. 

Ear  Clinics  are  held  at  the  Sussex  Throat  and  Ear  HospitaP 
Brighton,  from  time  to  time  and  appointments  are  made  for  children 
suffering  from  ear  disease  to  attend. 

Tuberculosis. 

The  West  Sussex  County  Council’s  Tuberculosis  Clinic,  held 
at  Southlands  Hospital,  is  available  to  the  residents  of  Southwick. 

Venereal  Diseases. 

The  West  Sussex  County  Council  have  made  arrangements 
entitling  residents  in  the  district  to  attend  the  Clinics  for  Venereal 
Diseases  held  at  Worthing  Hospital. 

Ambulance  Service. 

Acting  as  agents  for  the  County  Council,  the  St.  John  Ambu¬ 
lance  Brigade  and  British  Red  Cross  Society  operate  the  Ambulance 
and  Hospital  Car  Service  in  the  County.  Calls  for  an  ambulance 
are  made  through  the  doctor  or  nurse  in  attendance  on  the  case,  or 
through  the  Police. 

Lists  showing  names  and  addresses  of  midwives,  health  visitors 
and  general  nurses  may  be  seen  at  County  Libraries,  Town  Halls 
or  Offices  of  Local  District  Councils,  and  the  Public  Health  Depart¬ 
ment,  County  Hall,  Chichester.  Information  as  to  the  situation 
of  clinics  and  times  of  sessions  may  be  obtained  from  the  same 
sources,  or  from  the  local  midwife,  health  visitor  or  general  nurse. 
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11. — Hospital  and  Specialist  Services. 

A  comprehensive  hospital  and  specialist  service  is  provided 
by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board.  Doctors  can  arrange  whatever 
forms  of  treatment  are  needed  for  their  patients  in  general  or 
special  hospitals,  whether  as  in-patients  or  out-patients.  Hospital 
accommodation  of  a  private  nature  is  available  in  certain  circum¬ 
stances  subject  to  appropriate  charges.  All  types  of  cases  are  thus 
provided  for — ^medical,  surgical,  maternity,  infectious  diseases,  and 
those  requiring  sanatorium  or  mental  hospital  treatment. 

The  Worthing  Group  Hospitals  comprise  Worthing,  Southlands, 
Swandean,  Littlehampton  and  Arundel  Hospitals;  Zachary  Merton 
Maternity  Home,  Rustington,  and  certain  Convalescent  Homes. 

III. — General  Medical  and  Dental  Services. 

Everyone  is  entitled  as  part  of  the  arrangement  for  the  National 
Health  Service  to  general  medical  care,  and  dental  care  when  this 
can  be  arranged,  to  receive  necessary  medicines  and  apphances, 
and  to  be  supphed  with  glasses  if  necessary.  Local  arrangements 
for  these  services  are  organised  through  the  National  Health 
Service  Executive  Council  for  West  Sussex,  63,  South  Street, 
Chichester. 

Legislation  in  Force. 

No  Local  Acts,  Special  Orders,  General  Adoptive  Acts  or  Bye¬ 
laws  relating  to  the  public  health  have  come  into  force  during  1948.
